Charges of jealousy, indulgence in 
personalities, and bickering among 
faculty members ‘in certain depart- 
ments at Northwestern university are 
among the most important allegations 
made by a group of eight sophomores 
and senicrs who have just finished a 
six months’ survey of conditions and 
issued their report. 

The report is twenty-three pages| 
long and contains many criticisms and 
recommendations. Immediately follow- 
ing the issuance of it yesterday, it was 
said, a meeting was held by the stu- 
dents’ committee. It was stated that 
out of this meeting grew a supple- 
mentary report recommending that a 
number of the faculty members be re- 
lieved from their posts. An intima- 
tion was’ given that the identity of 
these faculty members might be made 
public today. 

“It is a sorry but pertinent fact,” 


ments cannot perform their work effi- 
ciently because of jealousies within 
the departments.

Professor Aids in Survey. 
All the committee members are stu- 
dents of the school of liberal arts. 
They were assisted materially in the 
survey, it was said, by Prof. J. Clyde 
Murley, teacher of Romance languages, | 
who, it was added, was the instigator 
of the survey by the students. 
Howard Rowley, sénior, a Phi Betta 
Kappa and a Sigma Xi, editor of the 
Purple Parrot, class publication, was 
chairman of the committee.

Greater care in the selection of stu- 
dents and a general raising of the 
standards both for entrance and for 
examination are strongly recommend- 
ed. In this section of the report the 
social] ambitions of many of the stu- 
dents are hit. 

“We are not sure,” the report con- 
tinues, “ that the methods of selection 
now being used are the best. We feel 
that there are some characteristics in | 
students that are overlooked whgn ad- 
mitting them. 

“We are admitting many as high 
class students who really have no in- 
tellectual interest but are’ coming to 
college because it is a requirement of 
the social set from which they have 
come. We récommend greater strin- 
gency inthe entrances requirements.” 

In the commingling of the report 
made public and the one withheld after 
the fiial afternoon meeting, there are 
several criticisms of the religious ac- 
tivities and teaching at the university. 

Thus the afternoon consensus was 
that “ while Northwestern is a strongly 
religious institution, only $1,700 of. its 
$3,000,000 budget is used for its relig- 
ious instruction.” | 
_ At the same time, in the 23 page’ 
report,“at the end, there was a recom- 
mendation interpreted as a demand for 
more nonsectarian religious teaching. 
“It is recommended,” concluded the 
report, “that a course in religion, ap- 
proached from a psychological, scien- 
tific, historical, and comparative view- 
point and taught by some man not offl- 
cially connected with any church, be 
included in some department in liberal 
arts, perhaps in social science; and that 
faculty advisers strongly advise «tn- 
dent’ to take the course at some time

ocean became even more a matter of 
speculation today, when it was an- 
nounced that all flights would be post- 


poned for one day, and possibly for 
two, as the result of storms over the 


north Atlantic. This means that with 


the Columbia ‘and the Spirit of St. 
Louis ready to go, Commander Rich- 
ard E. Byrd’s America may also be 
tested in time to get away at par. - 
While preparations for this race 
were going on the dirigible Los Ange- 
les made a cruise of northern waters 
in search of the French flyers, Nun- 
gesser and Coli, whd have been missing 
six days since they hopped off from 
Paris in their attempted nonstop flight 


to New York. Neither the dirigible nor 


vessels at sea nor land searchers re- 
ported a trace of the two birdmen. 

While naval officials at Washington 
were discussing the feasibility of send- 
ing the Los Angeles as far north as 
the coast of Labrador, where many be- 
lieve the French war veterans were 
forced down, President Coolidge sent a 
message of hope to France. ‘The Pres 
ident extended the sympathy of the ha- 
tion as well as his personal sympathy 
in the message to President Dou- 
mergue, which assured ‘France this 
government is doing everything possi- 
ble to assist in the search. 

For .the Three Cornered Race.

Beat the cream until 
stiff, add the sugar to it and perhaps 
a little salt and then fold this whipped 
cream into the horseradish, which has 
got well chilled. Put this into a small 
mold, or a jelly giass with a tight 
cover will do, cover with a buttered 
paper, fit on a tight gover and bury 
it in ice and salt for hour.
